we sheathe it with the same conviction burnt into our souls. We have won the Victory. 
We have signed the Peace. We have still to use it worthily.’’ 


We speak with deep conviction, and in no pessimistic mood, when we remark that 
present indications are not favourable to-the issue our contemporary indicates. It is 
unfortunate that the Peace celebrations should be accompanied by evidences of religious 
divisions, and labour unrest which threatens lawlessness and the practice of undisciplined 
selfishness. Anxious days accompany Peace, and are ahead. The Peace we have 
celebrated is but an instalment of the world Peace we hope to see. Even the League of 
Nations cannot preserve or extend it unless a new spirit, that of the Gospel of the 
‘Prince of Peace and of His Kingdom, is reborn in Europe. Only the facts and fellow- 
ship of the Gospel of Christ can enable men and nations to use the Peace worthily, to 
substitute self-denial and heart devotion to the common good for selfishness and surrender 
to low ideals. . 

On another page we announce the re-opening of the Queen's Hall united meetings 
(p.v.) on Tuesday, October 7th, and thereafter on the first Tuesday in each month until 
further notice. One factor in this unanimous decision of the Council of the World’s 
Evangelical Alliance is the realisation of how much, in these anxious times, depends 
upon recourse to Prayer. In the serious days of Peace, as during the anxious days of 
War, Churches and Christians can through Prayer become the instruments of the 
Most High. ‘The call to all is that we should give ourselves to Prayer in the spirit of 
the words, “‘ Lord Thou wilt ordain Peace for us; for Thou also hast wrought all our 
worksin us.” The War has been won through Prayer. The issues of Peace, in their relation 
to industrial umrest and other problems of our National life, as well as in relation to Christian 
Reunion and spiritual revival in the Church, depend upon the prayers of God's people.

Cross has helped, not hindered, the develop- 
ment of order and good government, and any 
attempt to curtail the efficiency of consecrated 
workers deserves close examination.

The Romen Junta are playing a base 
and. misantl ropical game in Ireland, and they 
mest be male to f public dine ral of their 
conduct. Arresting and puntshing their dupes 
has proved worse than aseless. We muse! face the 
ecclesiastics who inepire the lay dupes. If this 
were done by the Government, and if those in 
high places who are not Roman Catholics gave 
up their evil practice of flattering and patron- 
ising the Roman ecclesiastics by attending their 
masses and otherwise, it would astonish the world 
to behold the sudden collapse of those celibate 
plotters against the peace of mankind.
